NO DEDDINGTON NEWS IN JANUARY 
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SPECIAL MEETING OF THE PARISH COUNCIL, 2 October 1995 - #ditors' Note 


The main purposes of the meeting were (i) to consider the Oxfordshire Structure Plan 
2011 Consultation Draft (ii) to reappraise the use of capital necriats and interest, 

and the precept for 1996/7. 

Structure Plan Review is about strategic planning for Oxfordshire’ s future over the 
next 15 years --housing and business needs, transport, the land and the whole 
environment and best use of resources. OCC had invited comments by the end of October. 
In a wide-ranging discussion, the PC emphasised that full account should be taken of 
the views expressed in the Parish Appraisal and noted that the Structure Plan had 
little to say specifically about our area. The key issue is the future use of the 
Upper Heyford Airbase and the location of an additional 22 000 new houses, extra to 
the 25 000 in the present Plan. Deddington has already developed beyond the existing 
Plan, but are local needs fully met? More investment is needed in public transport, 

cycleways, town centres and sports facilities of national ‘standard. More attention 
should be given to road traffic problems, particularly East/West flows. The visual 
impact of development is important. These views will be conveyed to OCC. 

Finance After considerable discussion of a range of projects and activities which 
make, or could make, demands on capital or interest, the PC looked at the overall 
Strategy, or lack of it. Should a halt be called on capital expenditure for all but 
the most urgent and essential purposes? What could be done using only the interest? 
What are the priorities? The whole community had benefitted from two Precept-free 
years; is it now time to reintroduce a Precept, and if so, how much? What does the 
Parish want? The Council should take steps to acquire the Town Hall from Deddington 
' Charity Estates and to get the Clifton footpath (an OCC responsibility) brought up to 
standard. Councillors were asked to rank these and other issues in order of priority. 
Their views would form the basis of a report at the next PC meeting. 

Closed session The Council then went into closed session to consider confidential 
matters. The public, and your reporter, left the meeting as requested. Subsequently 
the meeting was reopened. No attempt was made to call us back. 

The PC, in what amounted to a continued closed session, made a majority decision to 
levy a 1996/7 Precept equivalent to an average of £12 from every Commmity Charge 
payer in the Parish.

DEDDINGTON PARISH COUNCIL continued 


Notes on Meeting held in the Town Hall on Wednesday, 18 October attended by Clirs Clinch (in chair), 
Clarke, Cosgrove, Mrs Fisher, Flux, Miss Hill, Mrs Lee, Mrs Stevens and Mrs Swash. Dist Cllr O’ Sullivan 
was also present, Apologies from Cllrs Todd (chair), Mrs Brewer (at CDC on PC business), Colley, Drake, 
Oddy and County Clir Matthews. 
MATTERS ARISING from minutes of Special Meeting of PC on 2 October: A letter from the Acting 
Editor of Deddington News was critical of procedures which effectively excluded press and public from the vote 
to levy a Precept next year, Although PC had not acted illegally, and had not intended to deceive, Cllrs 
admitted and apologised for their discourtesy. The decision to levy a £12 Precept was made to conserve PC 
funds and had been passed on a vote of 8 to 4. If at least five cilrs wish it, the matter could be re-opened by 
Special Resolution and a new vote taken. In future, the Precept will be a separate agenda item and, if they give 
sufficient notice, parishioners can make their views known under the usual PC procedures. 
EDUCATION GRANT: PC agreed to a late request for a Tertiary Education Grant from Christopher Rose 
who is studying mechanical engineering at Manchester Metropolitan University. In future, the closing date for 
applications will be more clearly stated. , 
. CAPITAL SCHEMES: Cllrs debated a report from the clerk which looked at the order of priority for new 
schemes. The Clifton Road footpath was the greatest cause for concern but is an OCC responsibility. PC will 
look at the matter further at November meeting and will meet OCC officers to remind them of their 
responsibility. 
KELL YOUR SPEED SIGNS: Seven signs to be erected on approaches to Clifton, Hempton and Deddington 
at cost of £746, Proposed sites to be confirmed by OCC. 
OPEN SPACE: Plans from CDC for open space on the Persimmon Homes site show foot-path through the 
middle onto Hempton Road, with a staggered barrier outside the entrance. Cllrs to ask CDC to amend plans to 
show winding footpath with safety barrier inside. 
ENVIRONMENT: 1. Mr Canning reported the stone planter on Oxford Road is unsafe to maintain and 
plants do not thrive in it. He suggested re-siting it on island at St Thomas Street/Hopcraft Lane. PC to obtain 
quote. 2, PC to obtain quote for shed at Holly Tree Club for storage of Village Steward’s tools as it is no longer 
possible to store them at Kings Arms. 3. Plans for amended bus shelters at Hempton Road and in Hempton 
Village approved. 4. CDC has appointed an arboriculturist who will give PC free advice on tree preservation 
orders. 5. Planning Officer at CDC has replied to PC’s letter about parking on the pavement outside the 
former St James’s Chapel, Clifton. He foresaw the problem when planning permission was granted in 1992 but 
his concerns were ignored by the planning committee. He can now only write to ask occupiers not to cause 
obstruction. PC would welcome letters from parishioners who find it a problem. 6. A quote from a local 
builder for £199 for supply and fitting of a water trough at the cemetery was cheaper than a tap and the PC 
agreed to go ahead. 
RECREATION & GRANTS: 1. PC has received proposals from Mr John Cresswell about grants and 
bursaries for young people, which will be discussed at the November meeting. Mr Cresswell thanked for his 
work. 2, PC agreed to subscribe to Oxford Playing Fields Association, at a cost of £25. The association gives 
free advice and will be able to advise on the Clifton play area. 3. CDC has agreed a 100% cent grant 
amounting to £3,000 for Deddington’s Circular Walk project. Cllrs agreed to progress the scheme, but will 
take farmers’ views into account as time has elapsed since they first gave their consent. 
PLANNING & PROPERTY: 1. Permission sought to demolish conservatory at the Hermitage. No objections: 
but PC “sad to see the loss of a fine conservatory”. 2. No objection to amendment which lowers the height of 
the extension to Wakehurst, Castle Street, 
as requested by PC. 3. Permission refused by CDC for Persimmon Homes existing sign facing Earls Lane. 
Sign to be removed within 14 days. 
WINDMILL: 1. Confirmation from DesignGro that work is required to fertilise the outfield and rid it of 
worms, Cost is within existing budget as savings were made on fertiliser and work during the hot summer. 2. 
Urgent maintenance work is required on the bowling green if further deterioration is to be avoided. PC agreed 
to go ahead with remedial work at minimal cost to PC and Cllr Flux will report to the next meeting on the best 
way forward; 3. All materials for the roof insulation are now on order, although a number of roofing sheets 
will have to be replaced at an extra cost of £640. This will leave a residue of £5,300 to hand back to PC. 
PC FUNDS: £450,000 (Bradford & Bingley @ 7.3%); £120,000 (Treasury Deposit @ 6.25%); £12,969 (@ 
4.75% , 14 days notice); £20,670 (overnight @ 3.375%). Total funds: £603,669. 
CORRESPONDENCE: 1. Letter from Jamie Robinson, now studying at Manchester, thanking PC for his 
grant. 2. Letter from PCC thanking PC for offer of loan for Church heating. PCC has now obtained an interest 
free loan from another source. 3. Letter from Chipping Norton Theatre asking PC for £50 contribution; 
granted by PC, as usual practice.

THE WAY WE WERE, Deddingtor. 150 years ago by Buffy Heywood. 


Extracts from the diaries of the Rev. Cotton Risley for September/October 1845: 
3rd SEPTEMBER - I wrote to the Bishop enclosing an address from the Clergy of this 
Deanery, as Rural Dean, expressive of their gratitude to him for his recent 
judicious conduct in the matter of Mr. Jordan of Enstone, who chose to preside at a 
Wesley Missionary Meeting in the town of Chipping Norton the very day after the . 
Archdeacon's visitation thereat - thereby causing scandal to the Church at large. 
20th SEPTEMBER - I let my farmland in two parts this day ~- the one part to 

J. Poulton at 46/-d. per acre, the other to J. Whetton at 70/-d. per acre - on a 
lease for 7 years to the latter. 

22nd SEPTEMBER ~- I, Susan, Betsy and Holford all started for Kerneys [ the estate 
near Newport in Wales bequeathed to him in Mrs. Cotton's Will ], Betsy and Holford 
‘having never seen the property before. 

6th a on - Susan, I, Betsy and Holford left for London and stayed at Ibbotson's 
Hotel. 

7th OCTOBER - Went by train to Broxbourne in Hertfordshire to Mr. Bury's, a 
Clergyman who was to take Holford as a pupil, we inspected his premises and saw 3 
of his pupils and Mrs. Bury ~ and approved of what we saw. We took a satisfactory 
leave of dear Holford - who was in as good spirits as could be expected. 

13th OCTOBER - My sale of farming stock, implements, etc. took place. 


CHERWELL IN BLOOM Deddington came first with 96% in the category Best 
Large Village Floral Display (until now won by Bodicote every year since it started 
in 1990). The prizes were a cup and framed certificate, which can be seen in the 
window of Hayward White, a bouquet of flowers and a Hurrans' voucher for £10.

Council, received the award at a CDC reception on 18 October at Bodicote House. 
Congratulations to Dennis who watered and tended the hanging baskets 7 days a week 
during the hot summer, And well done all residents and businesses in Deddington!

DOWN ON THE FARM 


As the arable fields turn green again with the new growth of next year's crops the 
driving mistakes of the drill man (me) show up! Not too many this year, just a few 
wide marks here and there, probably when I lit my pipe. 

The oil seed rape is growing away well, with the exception of one field where the 
slugs have eaten it off and we have had to replant. The field beans will not be 
planted until mid November, when they will be put on with a fertilizer spreader and 
ploughed in to a depth of 8 in. The ewes are now in lamb, I hope - if the rams 
have done their work ~ and we are getting their winter quarters ready. Sheep 
worrying by dogs can cause a great deal of stress, not only to the sheep but also 
to the shepherd and the dog owner, so please keep your dog on a lead and keep it 
safe. One other thought on this subject: it is no use complaining that there is no 
wild life to see if your dog is running loose! 

Our summer visitors have flown south and we await the arrival of the winter birds 
that come and feed on the hedgerows. The hips, hawthorn and buckthorn will provide 
a good feast, although the drought has hit the elder bushes and not many have 
produced fruit. The oak trees have produced a large amount of acorns this year and 
jays and woodpigeons are feeding on them. We shall dig up any that grow and plant 
them out in the hedgerows. 

A pair of sparrowhawks nested on the farm again this year, as did kestrels and 
tawny owls. We also had a pair of hobby but I don't think they nested. Over the 
last few weeks I have seen a peregrine falcon and watched him taking woodpigeons. 
Now and again during the summer we saw a large grass snake about the yards and 
buildings and one morning it took refuge under the rear wheel of a tractor and 
would not come out until the tractor had been jacked up! GEORGE FENEMORE 338203

Fire calls : Last month was very quiet call-wise but this month has been even 
quieter, with only 12 calls received, which were: 1 call to 100 tons of compacted © 
grass on fire in a farm silo; 1 kitchen fire; 1 small fire in a shop window; 

1 road traffic accident; 2 rubbish fires; 3 false alarms on automatic systems; 

1 malicious false alarm and 2 calls to stand by at other stations. This brings the 
total to 185. Of the calls listed, we were unable to turn out to one due to lack of 
personnel and we turned out to two with only three personnel. When we know for 
sure that there are not enough personnel available in advance, then we have to book 
the station off the run.

NATURE NOTES 


The winter months are a good time to look at nature 
closer to home - in fact your home! Many animals 
find houses a particularly syitable habitat in which 
to hibernate or overwinter. The attic is probably 
the most commonly used room for animals to hibernate 
in and is a great favourite of our bats. They find 
the dry cool environment perfect. 

Many of the houses in this area are quite old, so there are usually several holes 
which bats (and other animals) can use as entry points. Bats are probably the 
least understood of all British mammals. Like most things nocturnal, they have 
over the years become associated with witches, vampires and other dark forces. 
However, all bats in the UK are insect eating and the only effects they have on man 
are positive - they eat insects which can cause crop damage. The bats you are most 
likely to encounter in your loft are the Pipistrelle and the long~-eared bat. It is 
an offence to disturb bats. The best thing to do if you find them is to contact a 
local nature group (BBONT: see previous nature notes), as such information is 
always welcome. 

Other animals that may overwinter in the attic are the grey squirrel and the edible 
dormouse, though this would be quite uncommon. Many insects will hibernate in the 
home in a dark dry space, notably queen wasps and several butterfly species (Red 
Admiral, Peacock and Tortoiseshell). Of the animals that move in to overwinter, 
the most noticeable is the mouse. Both the Home and Wood (Bean) mouse are commonly 
found in homes in winter and can cause varying degrees of damage as many of you 
have encountered. So if you hear strange noises in your loft, do not be alarmed.
